of Shertoken-Buſſe euer ſince it was. 
firſt beleguered , vntill this 
preſent. 


He Towne of Shertoken Buſſe or 
x! Boiſleduc is ſcared on the North 
| fide of Brabant, vpon the Riuer of 
Diefle, which falles into the Maſe, 
SEr> Gol at Grauen-cuer, diſtant about three 

— = milcs from thence. Ittooke its name 
anciently from the nature of the place, on which 
it was (cated, that being a vaſt Wood or Forreſt, 
belonging rothe Duchie of Brabant, Ir is ſeared 
on the Weſt fide of the Riucr, diſtant foure Eng- 
11h milcs from Huiſden, rwenty from Bergen, and 
tourctecne from Bommell. 

The accomodation of the Maſc, and of the Dv 
eſl-,which is Nauigable almeſtco the very walles, 
ſtores ir plentifully with commerce and viQuals. 
The adioyaing Territorie is plemitull,and opulcnt, 
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paying contribution, partly to the States, partly 
tothe King of Spaine, who with- the-terror of 
theſe parties which harbour there, makes thoſe of 
Brabant pay, thoſe of South Holland feare cone 
tribution, 

Since the Vnited Provinces firſt imbraced their 
owne freedome , it hath bcene the onely 
Mayden-peece vpon that Frontier, which hath 
kept her ſelfe \nconquered, So that although it 
hath beene often affailed by the enemies Forces, 
and fraudes ; yet it nener tryed the murabilitic of 
Fortunc. 

This Towne hath beene three times inueſted 
vnder the gouerment of ſabe/la, within the ſpace 
of thirticycarcs : an argument that it doth much 
1:nport Either party, 

In the yeere of our Lord God 1601, whilſt 
the Archduke was buſted abont Oftend, a reſolu- 
tion was taken by Prince eaurice torthe befieg- 
ing of Shertoken-Buſle, or Boiſleduc ; for which 
intent he marched thither with ſeven and thirty 
Companies of foote, and thirty three Cornets of 
Horſe ; a ſmall number for ſo-greart an'enterpriſe, 

At his fir{t arrivall there were within the towne 
onely two companies of foot, a Cornet of Horſe 
belonging to Adolph F anden- Bereh, with fore fit 
tic Horſe of Grobendonkes Companic, who was 
then, and is now Governour ofthe Towne, 

The Princes Sobldiers being bufied in theit 
Workes, the cir&@muallation being yer not fini- 
thed, two hundre@and fixty Soldters, which came 

| from 
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fromthe Grave, entred into the towrie Vndiſcoyes 
red, through a low way that was not operflowne 
with water, which was rayſed for that. purpoſe. 
Afterwards nine hundred. more entred into ithe 
towne by the ſame way, vnder the conduct of B+ 
lenin, and Yan der Streuen , whereat Prince Man 
rice was much offended. 

The Eſtates of Brabant, knowing of what im- 
portance the lofle of the Towne would be to the 
whole Dutchie, cauſed the Marqueſſe of Hawrec, 
and the Secretarie Brats to aduertiſe the Arch. 
duke of their danger. Whereupon the Archduke 
refolued to goethiher in perſon, and tor that pur. 
poſe ſent thither ſome Troopes before him, vader 
the Command of Nicholas Baſta, and Fredericke 
Earle of Berghes; with whom the murincers of 
Weert toyned, 

The vnited States and Prince eI7awurice being 
fully aduertifed of this preparation, and knowing 
that they could not ſtop their entry into the towne 
ouer the Ice, nor their paſſage into Bommelwerr, 
whereby they might enter into Holland, reſolued 
to yeeld vnto the {caſon of the yeare, and to raiſe 
the ſiege z which they did onthe ſeventh of No- 
vember, in the yeare of our Lord God 2601. 

lotheyeare 1603 after his Excellency had free- 
ed the Caſtle of Hochſtraten, wherein the Muti- 
neers were bceſiged by the Archduke Albert, hee 
came with all his Army con6ting of 130 Enfigne 
of 'foote, and 35 Cornets,.of Horſe-before the 
cowne of Baifleduc on-the'13 of Auguſt ; the 
V. 0: which 
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which he did inveſt, his campe lying in and about 
the Village of Fucht ; which he fortified and in- 
trenched. 

The third day after that the Prince was lodged 
at Fucht, the Archaukes Army approched alſo 
vnder the Command of Count Fredericke  anden 
Bergh, who incamped ſo ncere tothe towne, that 
both Armics were within Musket ſhot one of an- 
other, 

On the 29 of Auguſt foure thouſand of the 
Archdukes Souldiers paſſed oucr the Riuer of Di- 
elle before the Port of Orten, where they began 
to fortific, of purpoſe to hinder the Princes ap- 
proaches to the Towne, This Fort was comman - 
ded by the Marqueſle of Beluille an Italian, and 
was from him corruptly called Bel-Sconce, Theſe 
were aſſaulted by the States Souldiers, and defea- 
ted with the loſle of their Commander. 

The Eſtates hearing that diuerſe new Souldiers 
were raiſed, and that the towne was ſtrengthned 
with ſundry Companies of Souldiers, refoluing 
toimploy their men and meanes otherwiſe, retur- 
ned from Boiflcduc before the deprh of winter 
came On. 

Alchough this Peece had beene twice attemp- 
ted with ill fucceffe, his Excellency relfolucd a- 
gaine vpon the enterpriſe of Boiſleduc in the yeare 
1622. The time {cemed opportune for the ati- 
on ; for moſt of the Garrifon were drawne away 
tothe Siegeof Bergen, and the Moare (as he was 
informed) was almoſt choaked, and growne very 
ſhallow 
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ſhallow for want of ſcouring. Hedrew forth for 
this purpoſe fixe thouſand choiſe foore from the 
body of the whole Army, lying at Gravenwen , 
which being ſhipt in veſſels fir for tranſportation 
were landed the next day betwixt Bomamecl and 
Worcum, where mecting with our Horſe, com» 
manded by Count Eryeſt of Naſſan;they marched 
both rogrether vpon the banke of the Wahal to- 
wards the Maſe, which Riuer they paſſed ouer 
in two or three Ferry Boates, and hauing made a 
Strand on the farther ſide of the Riuer, they mart- 
ched through Huiſden, and came within fight of 
Boiſleduc an hower before Sunſertiog, 

Haning made an Halte, or Stand here for an 
houre, or more, his Exccllencie gaue forth orders 
for the aſſaulting of the Towne, appointing the 
Vanto the Engliſh, and the point of that to Cor- 
bers Company; from thence they marched tho- 
row a Sandy hollow way vnto the farther fide of 
the Towne, and there hauing made another Stand 
in good couert, they ſtayd there expeRiog farther 
orders, 

From thence his Excellency went downe wich 
ſome of the chicfe Commanders to ſearch the 
depth of che Moate,whichypon triall being found 
vnpaſſable, he returnes vnto our Troupes againe, 
being much diſcontented for want of ſucceſle,and 
giues orders tothe Army to retyre, and ro martch 
towards their firſt quarters. 

The conietures concerning this enterpriſe 


were diverſe : for ſome thought he gaue our the 
onſlace 
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onſ[ateof Boyileduc for acolourable defigne, and 
that this pretence was beyond his intention; mea- 
ning nothing leſſe, then to hazard ſuch a handfull 
of men vporr a place of that ſtrength : but ra- 
ther thought, that-hec. had a, protect vpon ſome 
Conuoy ofthe Enemics, or elſe that he hoped by 
ſhew of this attempt; to diuert Spizo/a from the 
Siege of Bergen. Bur the truth is (as Ihauc heard 
it related from-a'perſon of, great credit and Com- 
mand) that his!Exccllency. had a defigne vpon this 

ace three yeares before, and might now in all 

iketihood haue effected it.; if be had not fayled in 
his Intclligence : | which ſecret he would not im» 
part tothe Auny , but layd the fault vpon- the 

guides, whom he threatned to hang for their ill 
conduc. " 

His Excellency the Ptince of Orange that. now 
is, being willing-to try his fortunes, and to remoue 
thisthoxne our of his faote, the meanes whereof 
had beene ſo oftentrycd;without any good effect; 
he conſulting with the |Counſeli, of Warre, and 
S:ate, about the feaſableneſſe of the ation, re. 
{olucg 2gaihevpon this enterpriſe ; being cncou- 
ragedtherunto with the difficulties of the Spaniſh 
Armic, who were not ahie te marcly tos want, of 
Pay, an +wwith the peceſlivies.gfuthe rowne, which 
was muchgkanted (as the reportwent) for want of 
Vidtuails; and Munition.;r; ; | | 

Therefore the Spring eqmming @n, andthe {cas 
fon-04:the jidare jfluitingoto aGian, he.ſcadg out 
Porenes through allthe;Prouinces, for railing ,of 
an 


M Army fit for ſuch an enterpriſe ; the ſucceſſe 
whcreof would equalize, if not exceede, the lofſe 
of Breda. Forthe accompliſhment of this deſigne, 
the whole Army mer vpon Nimeghen Heath to 
the Southeſt of the Towne, on the 16 of April, 
Stilo novo, 16:9. The whole Groſle or body of it 
conſiſted of 128 Companies of Foote, and forty 
two Corncts of Horſe, being the lower of all the 
Troupes, which ſcrued vnder the Confederates, 

Vpon marching, the firſt Brigado, or Diuiſion, 
being compoſed of French, and Walluuns, Nati- 
ons almoſt of the ſame language, linage, and ha- 
birt, was condudted by theſe their ſeuerall Colo» 
nels, and Officers.of the Field : Shatil/ien Hote- 
rine, Curtimeer, Candail, Yarrocke, Gent, and 
Famae. 

The ſecond Brigado, or diviſion, conſiſting of 
Switzers, Dutch, and old Scots, was conducted 
by Count Erneſt of Naſſaw,by Graue W:illiam,by 
Freeſe, B ogue, Hacket, and Bakcloyſe 

The third Brigado, or diuifion, being of Erg- 
liſh, and ſome Dutch. was conducted by the Lord 
Yeare, by the Lieutenant Colonells of fir Charles 
Morgan, and (ir Edward Cecill, Vicount Wimble- 
ton, and fir Edward Horwods, mine Here Yan Bres 
derode. &c. 

The Martch continued foure dayes, wherein 
they that had the Van one day,had the Reare the 
next,and the Battaile the next, and fo conſequent- 
ly in order. A profitable policie for the auoycing 


of Nationall icloufies and quarrels, which pro- 
ceede 
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ceede from the difference of precedence, in the 
point of place and honour, 

The Army entred their Quarters before Boiſle- 
duc, or the Buſle, on the firſt of May, /y/o nove, 
The Engliſh Forces confiſted then of fixty eight 
Companies of Foote, beltdes Horſe : Viz: Of the 
double Regiment of the Lord Yeare, Colonel Ge- 
nerall of the Eneliſh, twenty eighr Companies, of 
Vicount Wimbletons thirteene, of Colonell More 
2ans thirteene, and of Colonell Horwoods foure- 
reene, 

Although the circumference of the Towne bee 
great, as being abouc a Dutch mile about, beſides 
the outworkes, which are ſtrong and large , yer 
it is now beleguered round, all paſſtible Aueneues 
being blocked vp by Trench, Guardes, or other. 
wiſe. In which rhe States Army was not meane. 
ly aſſiſted by the free Boores of that Frontier, who 
to free themſelues from ſuch a dangerous neigh- 
bour, cam? in great multitudes, to the number of 
8000. to the Leaguer,and offred their ſeruiceand 
labour voluntarily. 

On the Nothweſt part, which is next vato the Ri- 
uer, where all our ſhipping lyeth, which take vp 
a great reach, and a farre off reſemble a Wood; 
Graue Will;am of N_aſſaw is quartered with foure 
hundred Foot, and ſeuen troupes of Horſe, whoſe 
Trenches are brought already cloſe ro the rowne 
Moate , notwithſtanding all the impediments 
which the enemics obie by Shot, Fireworkes, or 
otherwiſe. Hee hath rayſed one Battery _ 
1c 
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the Towne already, within a conuenient diſtance, 
whereon are planted fix halfe. Canons to play vp. 
on the Curtin and Bulwarke ; but as yet he hath 
not made as much as one ſhot, 

On the North lyeth Count Erne/t of Naſſaw, 
Gouernour of Frieſcland, with thirteene thou- 
ſand Foote of old Scots, Switzers, and Dutch , 
three thonſand new Scottes ( ſo called becauſe 
they were newely leuicd ) and with theſe fixe- 
teene Troupes of Horſe. His Trenches are 
brought cloſe to a falſe Bray, which the enemy 
hath without the Moate, and in ſome places cloſe 
to the Moate it ſelfe. Hee hath raiſed two ſeuec- 
rall Batteries in ſeuerall places, anſwering one an- 
other within point Blanke. Vpon the firſt of them 
are planted fixe halfe Canons, and vpon the other 
are planted three quarter Canons : all which doe 
play continually without intermiſſion, vpon the 
falſe Braye, and the Towne it ſelfe, ro the great 
terrour and hurt of the befieged. Hee hath alſo 
choſen a conuenient place, for planting his Mortar 
Peeces for the ſhooting of Granadoes, and other 
firie miſſives ; of which the Towneſmen ſtand in 
more dread, thenot our Pcecrs of Battery, 

On the Eaſt parr of the Towne lycth the Here 
of Brederode, with his owne Regiments of Foote, 
and Horſe : being all, or rhe wolſt part Nether- 
landers. There being of foote 14 double Come 
panics, and fixe Troupes of Horte, Hee begin- 
neth his Trenches of approach, at a Sconle cal. 
led Brederode, which is diſtant from his Quar- 
B 2 tcrs 
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ters halfe Cannon ſhort rowards the Towne ; and 
hee hath brought his approches, with exceeding 
|:bour, and danger, cloſe vmto a great Sconce, 
which the Encmy hath, diſtant about halte an 
Engliſh mile from the Towne, knowne by the 
name of Pettlers Skonce, 

This Pecce is of gicat ſtrength and force, in. 
regard of the Workes, Souldiers, and Ordnance, 
Brederode hath rayſed two Batteries againſt it, vp» 
on the firſt hce hath placed halte Canons, and 
on the other h< hath placedtwo qu?rtcr Cannons; 
wherewith he hath played ſo furiouſly vpon the 
Skonce, and to that purpoſe, that the Enemics 
within haue vntiled the houſes. coucring them 
with Sayles, and they liuc for the moſt part in 
lower roomes, and the bottomes ct Sell rs. 

On the South part Iyeth the Prince himſelfe 
with fovre Regiments of Engliſh, foure of French 
one of Wallouns, and one of Ditch, befides his 
Litc.guard, or the guarde for his body, with two 
and twenty Troupes of Horſe, Our Trenches 
are contiguous and are ioyned together with a 
line of communication ynto all our Batteries in 
this Quartcr, 

Vpon the firſt of theſe Batteries are planted 
fixe halte Canons, which play vpon two Skonces, 
which the Encmie hath on thar fide of the Town. 
The vttermoſt of theſe two Skonecs is very large 
and'of a Quadrangular forme, eucry flanke car- 
rying proportion, And without it hath a Conn- 
terskarffe of reaſonable ſtrength, and in the vt- 
ecr 
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ter extremitie thereof a falſe Bray towards the 
South : towards which the French haue intren- 
ched, and are now aduanced foneere with their 
Work«s, that they are 1eady for an aſſault vpon 
the firſt Ordeis, which are expeed earneſtly, 
They haue | kewiſe 1aiſ:d a Battery againſt it, 
whercon are plantcd three halfe Cannons, with 
which they haue much endammaged the Sconce 
and made an afſaultable Breach. 

The other Skonce cf the Enemic is within 
halfe Cannon ſhotte and Ifle of the Towne. It 
is Icſler in quantitie then the other, but farreſtron- 
ger. To this our Enyliſh Trenches runne, wher- 
tn wee haue rayfed a Battery,furniſhed with foure 
halfe Cannons, which play vpon both the Skon+ 
ces, a:d the Towne. On thele Batteries we haue 
placed two Granado Morrter Peeces: out of which 
we hauc already made ta clue ſhotr, fixe into cach 
Skonce, to the great terrour and miſchiete of the 
enemie. The Granadocs hlled with Wildfire ma- 
ecrialls, indangering in their fall and breach, all 
thiogs that are neere vnto it, 

The leſſer Skonce hatha Moate aboutit, of 
fortic foot wide,aad ſeven deepe,and without the 
moat there are diverſe Horne. works, halfe Brayes, 
and Traucrſes, flanking one another aduantagioul- 
ly : Some of which without any grearte loſſe wee 
have taken in, others 1 hope will toope tothe ſame 
fortune, Our men haue now wrought vnto the 
maine Out-worke, and alſo to the Moates fide, 


where wee are rcady to give an Afult ypon 
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the firſt warning. 

On the weſt part of the Towne towards Huiſ- 
den, lieth the Heire of Pinſen Governour of Rees, 
an old and brauc Commaunder, with ſeauen thou- 
ſand foote of all Nations , but moſt part Dutch, 
He came vpto the Leaguer, after we were intren- 
ched ; ycthe hath procceded fo induſtriouſly in his 
charge, that he hath intrenched his Quarters, and 
hath raiſed a batterie againſt the Towne, but as 
yet he hath not planted his Ordaance, but meancs 
ro doe it with a!l poſsible ſpeed, 

Our Rampiers and Outworkes are ſo fortified 
both by Art and nature, as that all men, who iudge 
knowingly and impartially, thinke, that no force 
of the Enemies how great ſo cucr, will be able to 
raiſe the fiege, for belides our Rampiers, all which 
are Cannon proofe, our trenches generally in the 
whole circumuallation are f1xteene foote wide,and 
abour it we haue drawne a new riuer rounding all 
our quarters, which is rwenty fſixe foote broade, 
and cight foote deepe, This water is raiſed by 
damming vp the vſuall channell of Dieſel , vpon 
the farther banke thereof there is a breaſt- worke, 
of good coucrt and defence, 

We can at an inſtant by the benefit of our Slu- 
ces and [)ammes, turne the water of three olde ri- 
vers, which did formerly runne into the Towne, 
into this new channell. We haue now ſtopped vp 
their paſſage by the meanes afore-ſaid , ſothat all 
the leuell within foure Engliſh miles of our quar- 
ecrs is quite drowned, and altogether vnpaſlable, 
eXCEPt 
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except it be by Boar, 

As for the Sconces, Redoubts, and Horne. 
workes vpon our line, I cannor certainly number 
them, the circumference being more then ewenty 
Engliſh from one point to the other, and theyare 
as time and occaſion ſerue daily encreaſed. But it 
is iudged, that there arc of all ſorts greatand (mall 
ſcauenty or there-abouts , the principall whereof 
are thele : vi7 In Grave Erneſ!s guard, Saint Annes 
Sconce, and Saint Phillips. In Here van Brederodes 
guard. Dunger, and Brederode Sconces. In the 
Engliſh guard Touffroure Sconce, Czſars Mount, 
and the three brothers. And in the French guard 
three Sconces, called the three liſters, 

The chicfe hopes and ſtrength of the towne de. 
pend on the {cituation of the place , two fides be. 
ing almoſt inuvironed with mariſh ground , which 
makes the meanes of approach difficule: Vader 
the mariſh about a ſpades length there is found a 
firme ſand , as it is viually in moſt parts of Hol- 
land, 

The Inhabitants as well Souldiers and Burgers, 
together with their Wiues, Children & Seruants, 
are held to be ſeauenty thouſand ; they have be- 
ſides the olde Garriſon ſome ſupplies of other Sol. 
diers, whocame in vpon our firſt motion, amoun=- 
ting in all neere vpon the number of three thou- 
ſand men. They haue ſeauenty Pecces of halfe 
Cannon, beſides ſundry other Peeces, of the big. 
ger and leſſer ſize, This appeareth by a particular 


aduertiſement , which was brought from the 
rowne 
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towne to his Excellence, by ſundry ſpies and fugi- 
tives, amongſt whom Dozglaſſe a Scor gaue the 
beſt intelligence. 

It was reported alſo, that the beſtcged were 
much neceſsitated for want of powder , but wee 
finde no ſuch matrer, for the neerer wee approach 
vato them , the hotrer is the ſeruice, and more 
menfalls they playing vpon vs continually out of 
their Batteries and Caſemartes , in this order fol- 
lowing, Out of the towne vpon Ceunt Frneffs 
quarters with ſ1xc halfe Cannons. Out of Pettlers 
Sconce vpon Frederodes quarters, andſome of our 
Redoubts, with foure halfe Cannons, and two 
fling Peeccs, canying bullets of eight pound 
weight.” Out of the little Sconce they play vpon 
our Wotkes next adioyning, with two halfe Can- 
nons, Out of the towne vpon our trenches with 

wo halfe Cannors, which are lately mounted vp- 
on the Water-port with that aduaniage, that they 
haue done vs much hurt,and annoyedys more then 
allthe reſt, 

As for their Muskets, Catbines, and Firclocks, 
they ceaſe not day nor night to play vpon vs, 
without intermiſhon out of the:r falſe brayes, and 
traucrles : ſo that a loopehole c innnot be blinded, 
nor the ſhadowe of a man appeare betwixt. the 
Musker Baskets,but preſently diuers ſhot arc made 
vato it from the oppoſite (ide, 

There happened one ſtrange accident among? 
ſundry others f1ncethe ſiege. Captaine <A /cocke 
a Refurmado Captaine, who trailes a Pike in Sir 
Edward

Zdward Horwoeds Colonells Company,who 
being ypon his _ in the rrenches , a 
halfe Cannon ſhotr from the towne, pier- 
ced thorough the vpper part of the Rampier, 
and fell downe vpon his arme, withour any 
farther hurt, but bruſing ofthe fleſh, 

The Encmic, ſince we drew our approa- 
ches neerc, hath made ſundry fallyes out of 
the Towne and Sconces, to irapcach our 
Working, bur none of them haue beeneto 
any gteat purpoſe, bur rather oftentatiue exe 
cept theſe following : ot. vpon Saturday 
night che 20. of Tune, they fell our vypon our 
Engliſh, at what time Sir Phillip Pagenham, 
Licutcnaut Colonell ro Vicount Wimbleton, 
commanded in the trenches, and Colonell 
Morgans Cowpany had the point, The man» 
ner whereof was thus, 

John Yan de Buſſe, a Dutch man borne in 
the Buſſe, and now chiefe Enginer of the 
States Armie, had brought on fixe worke- 
men Pyoners to breake ground, neere to the 
little Sconce, from which the Enemies ſal» 
lid forth vpon our men, which Ya de Buſſe 
ſceing, hee called ro the workmen, bidding 
them retire; wherupon the word retreat came 
to rhe Guard, who had che point : who not 
knowiog the Enemies ſtrengeh, retired into 
the ncxt; wotke, the Licucenant who com- 
manded chat —_— ſhot in'the _ 

cre 
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| Heere they: were brauely feconded by 
Capraine Corbett, who had charge of the 
Rereguard in the trenches : and vpon the 
taking of the Alarum marched yp to their 
ſuccours, 

Heere they kept their ſtation for all that 
night, the Enemie keeping the Worke all 
that night, out of which the firſt guard re- 
tired, But being terrified, they quitred it the 
acxtday without enforcement, 

The ſecond ſally was made by the Ene. 
mie vpon our- trenches, on a Wedneſday 
night the 13. of Tune , when the Princes 
ouard had the point: Where they fell on 
with fuch force and furie., as that the guard 
retired, leaning behinde them their Cap- 
taine ſhotr into the left eye, and out againe 
necre to the care, Hee was afterwards ho- 
nourably ferch offby rwo Engliſh men : the 
Enemic being braucly repulſed by the En- 
gliſh, who kept the next Worke, and were 
to be their ſeconds vpon occaſion, The Cap- 
taine although the. wound vyere very dan- 
gcrous, and thoughrar firſt to be mortall, is 
likewiſe recouered , but with fofſe of his 
YC. : 

The third and laſt ſally, which was made 
by the Enemie, was\vpon Friday night rhe 
+5.0f Ione; They fell our as then vpon the 
French trenches ,. where the French men 


being 
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being inforctbly inuaded,retired out of three 
ſcuerall Workes, leaving all their Worke- 
men behinde them , to the number of ſix- 
tcene , fixe of whom were Engliſh men, 
who were all flaine by-the Enemic, They 
purſued the French cloſe at the heeles vp- 
on their retreat, and flew and wounded ma- 
ny of them with their ſwords and pikes, as 
they purſucd them. 

Whether theſe Workes;whichthe French 
men quit, be apaine recouered by our men, 
I cannot poſitiuely relate, for the next day in 
the morning I came outof the Leaguer, be- 
ingro goe for England. 

Since the circumuallation, and the works 
bc longing vnto it was finiſhed, there is alſo 
made a ſtrong crolle wall from the end of 
the French guard, vpon the line of commu. 
nication, extending it {elfe vnto the Here wan 
Pinſens quarrers , three Engliſh miles in 
length. It runnes quite thorough a perfeRt 
moore or bogg, which hath hererofore bin 
ſo deepe vnder water , that Shallops haue 
paſſed that way intothe towne notwithſtand- 
ing our Leaguer, and in deſpite of all our 
forces. 

Bur the wall ish0w made fo ſtrong , thac 
ſrisimpoſſible for any one ro-paſke that way, 
the wall is wrought by the ffec-Bovres of 
the Beatowe, atter the itanhntr of their River 
TIT; C 2 bankes, 
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bankes, with ſtrong timber and bindings on 
each ſide,and carth and ſodds in the middeſt, 
ro the thickneſs of eight foote at leaſt. The 
hcight of ir is cquall to the breadth. On the 
jn-ide thereof a paſlage or way is wrought 
partly with bridges , partly on long Bauins 
andeatth, whereon fixe men may march a 
breaſt, 

There are nincteene Companies drawne 
foorth cucry night out of cach Nation, 
throughout all the quarters to watch,where- 
of ſixe Companies doe guard the trenches, 
there being alwayes, a Colonells Company, 
orthe Princes guard. The other thirtcene 
Companies, doc take their turnes by courſe, 
within the Sconces, and Redoubts ypon the 
linc, and in the quarters. 

There were aboutthe middeſt of Tune, 
drawne foorth- out of euery Regiment of 
Horſe one Troupe, and were ſcnt into Bra- 
bant amongſt the free Boores of the Ene- 
mies , who denied to. pay contribution. 
They went out on a Tueſday , and returned 
on Friday following, bringing with them 
much rich pillage, and many priſoners, the 
principall of whom were the Scoutcs, and 
Prieſts of the Dorps, for whoſe ranſome it is 
thought, all that fronticr will pay contribu. 
tion to the States, 

- They brought tydings that all the coaſt 
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was cleare from Enemies; and that in all 
that roade they had not mer with as mich 
as one party of the Enemies horſe. Beſid: $ 
there was not any ſhew of an Armie,nor any 
newes of drawing into the field, 

About the laſt of Tune, a Counlcil of 
Watre being calied of all the chiefcſt Com- 
mandcrs of the ſeucrall Nations, after much 
debating it was concluded vpon, that the 
Engliſh and French , in regard they had 
drawne their approaches neereſt , ſhould 
give an-aſl3ult vpon theſe out. workes where 
they were ingaged, if they might haue leaue 
from the Priace , and Counſel of State, 
This being refolued, and equally accepted 
by both Nations, (icalous.of one anothers 
honour) Generall Yeare, who was choſen 
ſpoakes-man for all the reſt, deliuerce this 
rofolution to the Prince, andthe States Ge- 
nerall : withall hee intimated the braucric 
and willingneſle of their men , who were 
ready to lay downe their lives inſo honou- 
rable a cauſe, 

Vpon this they made this reply: thatthey 
knew they had many braue men , full and 
freth of courage , whole liucs. they valued 
more, thea the gaining of the towne. But 
they knew other courſes of more ſafety, 
which they meant to follow , by which 
without much effuſion of bloud, they made 
C 3 | no 
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no queſtion to be Maiſters of the Towne. 

I heard at the Hage, afterI caine from 
the Leaguer, which was about three dayes 
following, that the French had recouered 
their Wotkes againe , out of which they 
wcre beaten. And that in this action a 
French Colonell was loſt, wich diucrs other 
Commanders. But concerning this Rumour 
m ambizxo eſt, the credice of the relation is 
doubrfull, 

Beſides, it was reported generally in the 
Towne, that Henry Yander-Berke, who [UuC- 
cceded Sprnola in that command, was come 
trom the Cour to Breda, which he meant to 
make the Randeuowe of all his Armie, The 
full numbers wheceof, ioyned withthe Im- 
peri-lls, which are to make their deſcent 
from Munſter and Weſtphalia,are rumoured 
to be fixty thouſ2nd, whea they are all raiſed 
and vnited rogether 

But it is thought. Fawder B:rke dares not 
draw them into'the ficld for want of pay, 
they being alrcady vpon the point of muti- 
ning. The truth of this I know no farther 
then by heare-ſay : but furc Iam, that an Or- 
der is already taken by rhe Princeand States, 
for the {elcfing of a:Company out of euery 
Regiment throughout the Armiec , for ro 
make a running Armie to attend the Encmics 
motions, |
